32nd International Eucharis­ 
tic Congress Opens in 
Buenas Aires 


Buenos Aires, Oct l l <AP).— Be­ 
fore a huge white symbol of Chris­ 
tianity gleaming in the bright spring 
sunshine, Eugenio C ardinal Pacelli 
Wednesday gave a fervent prayer for 
world peace. 
Hundreds of thousands of the 
faithful representing thirty nations 
thronged the great Palerm o park on 
the Rio de la Plata for the opening 
ceremony of the thirty-second inter­ 
national Eucharistic congress. 
The vast assemblage was atten­ 
tive as the Vatican’s secretary of 
state spoke. 
Appeals for Peace 
“The white Eucharistic forms of 
innumerable grains of wheat con­ 
centrated in indissoluble union.” he 
said, "are symbol of w hat, according 
to Jesus Christ, men should be. By 
this, on kneeling in these days be­ 
fore the im m aculate host from each 
heart should issue an ardent cry, a 
universal cry, which in the world's 
most diverse tongues will be joined 
in one sole accent to exclaim, ‘Jesus 
Christ, King of Peace, concede true 
peace to the world’.” 
While the cardinal stressed “true 
peace” in his discourse, he did not 
refer to yesterday’s assassinations at 
Marseille or to the revolution in 
Spain. 
“Perm it me,” he concluded, "to 
term inate these words manifesting 
the desire I carry in my heart; de­ 
sire that during this congress of the 
multitude 
congregated 
from 
the 
most distant corners of the earth we 
give fervent prayer for world peace 
and, above all, for South American 
peoples.” 
Speaks in Spanish 
Speaking in clear Spanish, v/ith J 
but a trace of Italian accent, the 
Legate pleaded with the multitude to 
follow the Eucharistic life 
The greeting to the cardinal was 
tremendous. The crow’d, converging 
on the l()0-foot high cross, spread 
far beyond the 250,000 reserved seats 
in the park and filled the city's 
squares. Those away from the park 
heard the address by means of a 
loud speaker hook-up. 
Four other cardinals, hundreds of 
bishops and priests and diplomats 
joined in the opening ceremony. 
Archbishop 
Copello, 
of 
Buenos 
Aires, officiated at the celebration of 
the mass. 
500 Voices in Choir 
A choir of 500 voices sang as the 
cardinal and his retinue proceeded 
to the legate’s white throne. 
The 
four other cardinals sat on the red 
thrones, and hundreds of priests in 
rochet or surplice occupied places 
in the nave of the outdoor cathe­ 
dral. 
After the mass had been sung, 
the papal bulls were read in Latin 
and Spanish. 
Msgr. Thimas Louis Hayden, the 
bishop of Namur, president of the 
perm anent com m ittee for Hit? Eu­ 
charistic congress, addressed a for­ 
mal welcome to the papal legate and 
the multitude assembled.

Commenting on the formalities of 
the extradition, Governor Lehman 
said that before Hauptmann could 
be taken from New York the law 
required that he be brought before

President Roosevelt Again to 
Direct Preparation of 
Budget.

Washington.—Their is a seeming 
contrast in Hic present attitude of 
President 
Roosevelt 
toward 
the 
bureau of the budget and that 
which he displayed at the outset of 
his administration. 
One of his first appointments was 
Lewis Douglas, of Arizona, as direc­ 
tor of the budget. 
Douglas was 
named more than a week before 
Mr. Roosevelt was inaugurated and 
his selection was announced before 
even some of the members of the 
cabinet. 
The president went still further. 
He took occasion at the time to em­ 
phasize that he considered the bud­ 
get office one of the most important 
in the government and almost on a 
rank with the cabinet. 
Douglas resigned, presumably be­ 
cause he did not see eye to eye wfth 
the president on budgetary policies, 
and an “acting director'* is carrying 
on in his place. 


authority “to assemble, correlate, 
revise, reduce or increase the esti­ 
mates of the several departments 
and establishments” of the govern­ 
ment. All this Is done, however, un­ 
der the immediate direction of the 
president. The director of the bud­ 
get is nothing more than an official 
serving the administration in an 
advisory capacity. 


Estimates Federal Finances 
There 
is 
a budget officer ap­ 
pointed by the head of each gov­ 
ernment department and establish­ 
ment who prepares the estimates 
of appropriations and such supple­ 
mental or deficiency estimates as 
may be squired. These officials are 
bason officers between the depart­ 
ment and the bureau of the budget. 
The bureau in turn prepares for 
the president the annual budget 
which is submitted to congress. 
The director of the budget con­ 
fers with the president every week 
during the year. laying before him 
statements on the condition of fed­ 
eral finances and estimates of fu­ 
ture expenditures find receipts. 
Douglas’ appointment as director 
attracted wide attention because of 
President Roosevelt’s pledge to ef­ 
fect economy in government. 
The 
young Arizonan initiated the econ­ 
omy drive when he was a member 
of the house and was author of the

The president has given no in­ 
dication of plans to fill Douglas' 
post. 
The budget is in process of 
preparation for submission to the 
ne^t congress. 
All inquiries as to 
whether a new director is to be ap­ 
pointed are answered simply by the 
white house with: 
“The bureau of the budget is 
functioning in normal fashion.” 
This is just anotlw way of say­ 
ing that it makes little difference 
whether a new director is appointed 
or not. 
The president directs the 
preparation of the budget.
